Most significant advances in control 


of tbuerculosis have been relatively 
siftiple. 


There was. first of all, the discov- 


ery of the germ which causes the dis- 
ease. This is credited to the famous 
German bacteriologist, Robert Koch, 


Next came the building of the first 


sanatorium, with fresh air, good food, 
and regulated exercise as the signifi- 
cant .steps in the treatment. This also 
is credited to a German. Hermann 
Brehrrier. 


It was not, however, until Trudeau 


established the sanatorium at Saranac 
Lake fifty years ago that our modern 
conception of rest in the treatment of 
tuberculosis became fully established. 
That sanatorium is commemorated by 
the little red cottage shown this year 
on the Christmas seal. 


More recently it has been found that 


even absolute rest in bed may be in- 


, sufficient really lo bring about a stop- 


ping of the., progress of the tubercu- 
losis1 infection. Theijfc arose the ques- 
tion-as to how the lung could be given 
more rest. 


In previous columns, I have describ- 


ed -the development of artificial pneu- 
iriotKorax, a system whereby air is 
injected into the chest cavity which 
collapses the lung and gives it com- 
plete rest. 


Of course, a lung cannot be abso- 


lutely quiet if it is breathing. We can, 
however, breathe with one lung and 
keep the other at rest. Such enforced 
rest is brought about b yartificial 
pneumothorax. 


There are other ways as well in 


which a lung can be collapsed. One 
oif these involves a surgical operation 
on the nerve which causes the move- 
ments; another involves opening of the 
chest wall and cutting away portions 
of the ribs. 


When 
artificial 
pneumothorax 
is 


•used, the air may gradually be lost 
from the chest cavity, so that it is nec- 
essary to add air a number of times 
over a period of years. 


All these methods of surgical control 


of tuberculosis are being used and 
studied carefully in many institutions. 
It seems likely that means will even- 
tually be found for applying them on 
even a wider scale, to bring about re- 
covery in even agreat number of 
people.

LITTLE ROCK—Appointment of a 


county government survey commis- 
sion by the legislature was suggested 
Thursday to a special committee of 
the Arkansas Real Estate association 
by Dr. Kenneth O. Warner, assistant 
professor of political cience at the 
University of Arkansas, as an import- 
ant immediate step to a definite pro- 
gram on county consolidation. 


"It is very doubtful whether suffi- 


cient time remains to permit the writ- 
ing of a sound county merger plan be- 
fore the next session of the General 
Assembly convenes," said Dr. Warner. 
"For this reason I suggest a long time 
rro<-ram to be worked out by propo- 
nents of county consolidation. 


"The first objective is to obtain data 


upon which to base a merger program 
' or to determine the feasibility of con- 
solidation. Two methods are available: 
••election of an official county govern- 
ment survey commission to gather data 
and make recommendations or ap- 
pointment of an unofficial county sur- 
vey committee to undertake this work. 
I believe the former procedure the 
preferable one." 


I 
The actual process of county con- 


solidation might be effected, Dr. War- 
ner said, by three methods: 


1. A constitutional amendment set- 


tinp out a statewide reclistricting of 
counties. This would permit a unified 
consolidation plan. Its weakness rests 
in the fact that it would write into the 
ccni-titution a rigid county framework, 
Dr. Warner commented. 


2. A constitutional amendment per- 


muting the General Assembly to work 
cut a statewide consolidation, or par- 
tial consolidation by merging two or 
more counties with or without their 
consent. 


3. A constitutional amendment per- 


mitting two or more counties to con- 
solidate after a vote of the 
people 


therein. If this method were followed 
it might defeat 
the 
objectives of 


county consolidation because it would 
not likely permit of a unified merger 
scheme 
throughout 
the 
state, Dr. 


Warner said.
